There  is  only  one  condition  previously  required 
of  those  who  desire  admission  into  the  Methodist 
Church —  a  "desire  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to 
come,  and  to  be  saved  from  their  sins.'*  When- 
ever this  desire  is  really  and  firmly  fixed  in  the 
soul  it  will  be  shown  by  its  fruits.  It  is  there- 
fore expected  of  our  members  that  they  should 
continue  to  prove  their  desire  of  salvation  from 
day  to  day  by  a  strict  observance  of  the  following 
rules : 

Evils  and  Sins  to  be  Avoided

ery kind,  especially  that  which  is  most  generally 
practiced.

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WHAT  THE  M.  E.  CHURCH,  SOUTH,  STANDS 

FOR 

The  Church  stands  for  men,  not  theories;  but  for 
men  for  whom  Christ  died,  and  it  would  be  only 
simple  justice  if  in  every  socialistic  meeting  and  in 
every  labor  union  in  the  land  there  was  read  this 
bill  of  rights  from  the  report  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  which  was  adopted  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence: 

For  equal  rights  and  complete  justice  for  all  men 
in  all  stations  of  life. 

For  the  principal  of  conciliation  and  arbitration 
in  industrial  dissensions. 

For  the  protection  of  the  worker  from  danger- 
ous machinery,  occupational  diseases,  injuries  and 
mortality. 

For  the  abolition  of  child  labor. 

For  such  suppression  of  the  "sweating  system." 

For  the  gradual  and  reasonable  reduction  of  the 
hours  of  labor  to  the  lowest  practical  point,  with 
work  for  all;  and  for  that  degree  of  leisure  for  all 
which  is  the  condition  of  the  highest  human  life. 

For  a  release  from  employment  one  day  in  seven. 

For  a  living  wage  in  every  industry. 

For  the  highest  wage  each  industry  can  afford, 
and  for  the  most  equitable  division  of  the  products 
of  industry  that  can  ultimately  be  devised. 

For  the  recognition  of  the  Golden  Rule  and  the 
mind  of  Christ  as  the  supreme  law  of  society  and 
the  sure  remedy  for  all  social  ills. 

This  is  the  social  platform  of  the  Church,  and  on 
this  we  can  all  stand.
